1857, It will furnish, says the London Economist,

just proposed, to increase the supply of sugar and
cotton, which have become alarmingly deficient, the
fact stares her in the face that this deficiency must |
increase, and the suffering consequent on it be |
aggravated. But England is not alone concerned |
in this matter. All Christendom, except the slave- |
holders of America, will suffer alike, Since Colum- |
bus and Vasco de Gama opened up the South to Eu- |
ropean conqguest, enterprise, settlement, and trade, |
many new and artificial wants have been created. |
Almoat a third of the necessaries of modern life were
unknown or unused by our ancestors a few centuries
since. Bugar, cotton, coffee, tea, rice, tobacco, mo-
laases, and many other slave and tropical products,
have not only come into general use, but have be-
come, even with the poor, necessaries of life. It is
true, they might be dispensed with if other articles
of food and clothing could be produced at home to
supply their place ; but that is impossible. South-
ern colonies and trade with the Sonth have farnich. |
ed Europe for three centuries past largely-inereased |
supplies of food and clothing. This has stimulated
the increase of population. We have no accurate
cenaus extending so far back ; but we may safely |
assert that the population of the larger portion of |
Europe has trebled since the days of Columbus and |
De Gama. This population has been pinched by fre-
quently-recurring famine for more than half a cen-
tury, despite of its supplies of food from the South.
Emancipation in South America and the West Indies
has been aunually diminishing these supplics, whilst
u continuing increase of population has all the while
been begetting greater demands. England and France
have for years past been engaged in spasmodic
but vain efforts to retriove the error of West India
emancipation. They push their conqueats South, |
and resort to coolies, apprentices, and African immi-
grants to supply the place of slaves, and to furnish
enough of cheap cotton and sngar to ward off famine
and prévent revoluiion. None of their experiments
have succeeded or promise to gnceeed. The future
looks more gloomy than the past. And now this
cloud of East Indian rebellion pusses athwart the
face of that future to give it still a darker and a
more sombre hue. Man has interfered with na-
ture, usurped tho part of Providence, arrogated |
the functions of divinity ; and he is just reaping the |

bitter consequences. The spread of discovery, of |
conquest, of settlement and trade southward, was a

natural and providential operation. The African

slave trade, which gave valne and vitality to those |
discoveries, was also of natural origin and growth. |
No man, no set of men, no nation, preconceived, pre-
determined, or planned any of the mighty changes |
in the common relati and  subsist of the |
world consequent on the discoveries of which we |
have spoken. All has been natural, all providential. !
